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FROM THE EDITOR 


T he world believes we gay and bisexual men have the 
most hedonistic and sex-crazed lifestyles. How much of 
that is actually true? When we decided to Launch India’s 
first Love & Sex survey exclusively for gay and bisexual 
men, this was exactly the question on our minds. And what were the 
results? Well, you can have a Look at the report yourself, but certainly, 
we do seem to have an adventurous and racy experience when to sex. 
Another aspect of this survey was about relationships. As our survey 
indicates, many gay men in our cities are increasingly getting into rela¬ 
tionships with another person of the same sex, and the problems and 
issues faced are often the same as those faced by heterosexual couples. 
But we do have our unique set of challenges, and we need to find our 
own ways of dealing with them. 


The issue also focuses on another important event- the Mr. Gay Contest 
of 2013. This is the second time (since 2008) that a gay person from 
India will be taking part in the event. We caught up with Nolan Lewis- 
India’s representative at the contest- and he tells us more. Even as the 
community in India opens up, and our visibility increases in the media, 
examples of such role models will be increasingly sought after, and 
very much needed to give a sense of direction and confidence to gays 
and Lesbians across India- especially our younger folks. 


The Last few months were also notable for the major political changes 
in favour of gay rights globally. Two major European countries- UK and 
France Legalized gay marriage, and the US Supreme Court overthrew 
the so-called “Defense of Marriage Act” that prevented same-sex mar¬ 
ried couples from accessing federal benefits. California’s Proposition 
8 was also booted, and it became the most populous American state 
to Legalize same sex marriage. In India, even as we cheer and support 
LGBT people in these countries, we must also prepare for tougher 
battles here in our own country as well.

his is only the second time that India is participating since 2008, when 
ZoLtan Parag made headlines with his coming out. Pink Pages caught up 
with NoLan right ahead of the contest.. 

Congratulations on being Mr. Gay India 2013.. How and 
Why did you participate? 

Mr. Gay World 2013 wasn’t something I had chalked out. I was in Johannesburg Last year 
completing a photoshoot with documentary photographer Blake Woodhams and I hap¬ 
pened to chance upon a billboard advertising Mr. Gay World 2012. Blake encouraged me 
to register for the pageant and sent them photographs on my behalf. After that, there 
was no Looking back. I was chosen as Mr. Gay India 2013 over a few other applicants 
from this country. 
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You’re India’s second represen¬ 
tative at the event after Zoltan 
Parag.. Have you had a chance 
to speak to him? 

Parag and I modeled together in a music 
video called “Pyaar ka Mausam” with the 
girl-band ‘Viva’way back in 2004. He has 
a great sense of humour and is incredibly 
good-looking as a model. No, I lost touch 
with him since his relocation to New York. 

What are your plans for the 
event? 

MGW13 is a Lot of hardwork in the sense 
that it is not just a run-of-the-mill beauty 
pageant. We will be part of a human 
rights conference, and will be going up 
against the police force of Brussels in 
a sports challenge. Each one of us also 
has to prepare an impromptu art exhibit 
at the venue. So as you can see, it’s a Lot 
more than just glitz and glamour. 

Tell us something about your 
life and career.. 

I’m just your simple, average boy next 
door. I run a business where I write 
columns for publications as a tarot col¬ 
umnist. I have clients dropping into my 
studio for private tarot consultations and 
crystal-healing sessions. I love counsel¬ 
ing and listening to people. Every client 
who comes to me for a tarot reading, has 
a unique story to tell. 

MGW13 in many ways, decides what 
will my Life will become. I really want 
to be an LGBT activist and join in the 
struggle against decriminalizing Section 
377. What better way to do that than 
by contesting in a pageant such as this. 
The plight of the ‘hijra’ is something that 
really affects me. It’s sad that transgen- 
dered and intersexed people have to live 
as social outcasts only because they are 
‘in-between’ genders... 

How’s it Like being in the Lime¬ 
light since your participation 
became public? 

I have 992 friend requests from gay 
men who I personally don’t know on 
Facebook. I’ve got family and friends 
ebrUdftgfealfeiifeipginrane w^wthiek-iptnges.cWihat’s 
overwhelming is this- the same class¬ 
mates who teased me in school for being 


slightly effeminate, are today wishing me 
luck for the pageant.. 

Do you think things have 
improved for gay Indians? 

Of course! India is the world’s Largest 
democracy and very protective about 
human-rights, as much as it may seem 
otherwise. Section 377 is an outdated 
Victorian Law that afflicts several post- 
colonial countries, not just India.The very 
fact that our high-courts have addressed 
the 377 issue shows how progressive our 
country is.There are several constitutions 
across the worlds that haven’t acknowl¬ 
edged the need for change. Russia just 
criminalized homosexuality recently, and 
has moved back into the dark ages. 

I have several queer-friends who are 
Living in with their partners. You have 
stag and Lesbian nights at many clubs. I 
see folks who are very carefree in their 
fashion trends and behavior that are 
distinctly queer.’We are headed towards 
LGBT equality. There is no doubt about 
that. 

But also being a city-bred boy, I am 
aware that the reality is very different 
in small-towns. Whereas, it may be easy 
being gay in a metropolitan city, I have 
queer friends in other parts of India who 
Live a very closeted life, plagued by guilt 
and shame. 

What do you like doing in your 
spare time? 

Tarot, Crystal-Healing, Meditation, 
Martial Arts, Yoga, Swimming, Travelling, 
Clubbing, Gardening. Whew! The List is 
endless. But most of all, I really enjoy 
unwinding with my Persian cat, Mao, who 
Looks Like a Little tiger cub.. 

What are your future plans 
Nolan? 

I’m a tarot-card reader by profession. I 
want to combine spirituality and psy¬ 
chology as a medium to counsel LGBT 
individuals. It’s just that my schedule 
is so pressing with the preparations to 
MGW13 that I barely have any time to 
spare, but it is something I am going to 
work on once I return from Brussels.

2013 


Last month, we floated an interesting 
survey form on our website and encour¬ 
aged our male readers to participate.

Relationships 


Nearly half of Indian gay men seem to 
be single and very much looking out 
for a suitable partner. Only 17 percent 
are single and yet are not looking for a 
relationship. This is important because 
it debunks the common myth that gay 
men would rather live their lives having 
multiple partners than have a sustained 
relationship with one person only. Nearly 
one in five are monogamous and commit¬ 
ted, showing an increasing trend towards 
same-sex relationships in our cities. 

Interestingly, when we asked our respon¬ 
dents, at what age they got into their first 
relationship, nearly a third said they did so 
before they were even 18! Is this an indi¬ 
cation that the legal age for homosexual 
relationships in India should be lowered 
to 16? Also, what does it mean for young 
adults who are increasingly comfortable 


about what they want, but lack the neces¬ 
sary social support? 

More interesting information came up 
when we asked people what factors they 
consider most important while choos¬ 
ing a partner. Not surprisingly, emotional, 
intellectual and physical attraction were 
the top three considerations. Sexual com¬ 
patibility follows soon after. When it came 
to problems in relationships, commitment 
issues were the biggest culprit (should 
we consider it surprising?) Some even 
considered alcohol or tobacco addiction 
as a deal breaker. Many people even con¬ 
sidered the lack of legal recognitions to 
gay couples as a major issue. Also, those 
in long distance relationships found the 
physical distance as a challenge (more 
than 90% of them).

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Gay men are perhaps rightly considered 
to have a rather adventurous sex life. Our 
survey certainly indicates that. More than 
half the respondents have been sexually 
active even before they turned 18. School 
friends, neighbours and cousins were the 
most common means of exploring their 
sexuality. 18-21 is the age when most 
men start experimenting first with anal 

However, the survey busts a big myth 

about gay men- slightly over a quarter 

of our respondents have never had anal 
sex. 

sex. Certainly, gay and bisexual men have 
other equally popular sexual acts to resort 
to, and not just what is popularly called 


the real thing. We also asked about most 
common positions for anal sex- nearly 
40% are versatile, that is, they like to play 
both an active and passive role. 

It’s also obvious from the survey that 
most gay men have had numerous sexual 
partners. While most have had around 
11-20 (17%), we even have 4% putting 
the numbers at above 250! What is even 
more amazing is that gay men do not 
fear experimenting, or taking risks when 
it come to sex. Be it sex with a complete 
stranger, or sex on public transport, or 
even sado-masochism, our men have done 
it all!

GOAN SANDS, 
GLOBAL GAYS, 
AND PINK INDIA 


T he message was confus¬ 
ing. In May 2013, several 
news sources across India, 
and online, had headlines 
that seemed to burst with pink pride: 
“This July, Goa will be a Gay Haven,” 
they said, while serving as an advertise¬ 
ment for Indjaplnk, reputedly the coun¬ 
try’s “first and only gay boutique travel 
agency.” Indjaplnk was organizing a “Life 
is a Beach” package for travellers want¬ 
ing a “most sensational, super sexy gay 
group tour of the year to Goa.” So, what 
was so perplexing about all that then, 
one might ask. Well, to accompany this 
ebullience and gay abandon, Indjaplnk 
provides images of the wistful scenarios 
that patrons might aspire to once at the 
“gay haven.” The company’s Facebook 
page depicts scenes where swimwear- 
clad men Lounge on sandy shores, get 
massages, Look upon companions Lov¬ 
ingly, and even Laugh it up in groups of 
four that hint at the promise of, shall we 


say, more to come. One of the problems 
is there is no guaranteeing that any 
of these idyllic settings are actually in 
Goa (Last I checked, most beaches have 
sand...). And all of the men in the pictures 
are white. 

What exactly is Indjaplnk offering? Is it: 

a) Goa as a destination for white men? 

b) Goa as a destination where Indian men 
can access white men? or 

c) Goa as a destination where the people 
themselves are, perhaps, white? 

While beaches litter the coasts of India, 
what sets Goa apart as a favoured holi¬ 
day destination in the Indian imagina¬ 
tion is the liberality associated with 
it. Undeniably, the Indian film industry 
- Bollywood - has influentially played 
its part in crystallizing this perception, 
often by negatively representing Goa 
and Goans, through such movies as Dum 
Maro Dum (2011) and Go Goa Gone

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(2013), which portray the coastal Location as a 
hedonistic playground for the pleasure of those that seek it. 
However, it must also be contended that assumptions of Goa’s 
permissiveness are tied in with its divergent colonial history 
from the rest of the country, which adds to its exotic allure for 
Indians. Goa was a Portuguese dominion between 1510 and 
1961, thus pre- and post-dating the colonial association of most 
of the rest of modern India with Britain. Because of the nearly 
500 year presence of the Portuguese in the region, a notion that 
persists is that Christianity and interraciality generally charac¬ 
terize Goan identity, giving its people a more Western and, so, 
more tolerant bent toward sexuality for one thing. Ironically, not 
only have Christians been a Goan minority since before Goa was 
decolonized, but white-Asian miscegeny had been a rarity that 
only saw its heyday as far back as the early sixteenth century. So 
much,then,for choice c,above, even if it is what Indjaplnk might 
subliminally be selling with the Goan tag on its package. 

Because Goa is an international tourist destination, white bodies 
do dot its beaches, making options a and b viable. Nonetheless, 
there is an interesting tension between the two possibilities. 
Does a company that chooses to name itself with a moniker 
that conjures the orientalist fantasies of a repressed colonial 
sahib (say “Indja” and try not to think of a stiff upper-lipped fel¬ 


low with dreams of the Kama Sutra running through his head...) 
have any choice other than to offer an India of days gone by to 
white gay tourists? At the same time, what option b presents the 
Indian gay traveller to Goa with is, conversely, a modern experi¬ 
ence. Because the Indian tourist may potentially share the same 
space as white gay men, his identity is placed on par with others 
on the gay global scene, which makes him just as modern and 
emancipated as them. The Indian gay tourist to Goa is being told 
that he has “arrived” because he can avail of the same pleasures 
in Goa as gay men of international origins. 

Goa’s liminality plays a peculiar role in affording Indian gay men 
the opportunity to establish their identities as tourists and as 
members of a global fraternity. And afford is the keyword here. 
The 25 May, 2013 Times of India headline puts it best when 
it notes of businesses Like Indjaplnk, that theirs is the task of 
“Luring the Pink Lucre to Incredible India.” Partaking of a gay 
Lifestyle and demonstrating one’s liberation as a gay tourist 
is clearly only the domain of those able to drum up the right 
amount of pink rupees. This, therefore, is not about gay rights 
for all and sundry but, instead, a demarcation of the privilege 
of a few - a few men, at that. It is evident that the company 
is not aimed at drawing in women travellers. For the Indian 
gay male tourist, then, Goa becomes a proving ground of his 
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Liberation because he might encoun¬ 
ter gay men from other parts of the 
world, but it also fixes Goa as India, but 
not quite. In his essay titled “Tourism 
and Nation-Building: (Re)Locating Goa in 
Postcolonial India” (2007),anthropologist 
Raghuraman Trichur argues that Goa’s 
unique position as “India with a ‘differ¬ 
ence”’ not only presents the region as a 
commodity for tourist consumption, but 
does so to integrate Goa with India. What 
Trichur alludes to is the manner in which 
Goa was subsumed by the Indian nation¬ 
state in 1961 though “Goa never fig¬ 
ured in [the] imagination of independent 
India,” because “[t]he shape and form of 
postcolonial India is Largely defined by 
its history of British colonialism.”Therein, 
Goa’s decolonization occurred not as an 
act of the self-determination of its own 
people, but at the hands of a nation that 
took it over. 

What the current wave of Indian gay 


tourism does is to reinforce the identity 
of a narrowly defined segment of the 
population, those of a certain economic 
ilk, by hailing them as elite and moneyed 
members of the nation. This homonation- 
alism simultaneously sees the gay male 
subject as a participant in the ordering of 
India along ethnocentric and class Lines, 
to the exclusion of the marginal, while he 
is concurrently given the chance to see 
himself as a player on a global stage that 
is similarly narrowly defined. So while 
the Indjaplnk slogan might proclaim that 
“Life is a Beach,” the subtext reads: “Gay 
rights, one sandy shore at a time, but only 
if you can pay your way there...”
